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Football Must Be Controlled 


Action by the Board of Regents in re- 
ferring the athletic situation at Georgia 
and Georgia Tech to a special committee 
for study is a logical solution to the im- 
mediate problem. The study should be 
conducted with the full co-operation and 
orange of the institutions concerned. 

asty action on de-emphasis of football at 
these institutions might result in harm to 
both as well as to the creation of a bitter 
controversy from which could come no 
good. 

We believe that in the Southeastern 
Conference and throughout the nation 
football can be controlled without hurting 
the game which unquestionably has earned 
a place in American life—deservedly so as 
long as it can be held within the proper 
perspective. 

Suggestions by Presidents Blake Van 
Leer of Georgia Tech and Dr. O. C. Ader- 
hold of the University of Georgia to initi- 
ate a program of de-emphasis are com- 
mendable and come from the _ proper 
sqgurce. We do not believe that the Board 
of Regents should map the athletic pro- 
grams at Georgia and Tech, but they are 
right in taking an interest in a growing 
evil. -Authorities at the schools, the ath- 
letic association, ultimately the heads of 
the schools, must correct the situation. 

Georgia and Tech cannot reform and 
stay in a league with schools which do not 
adopt a de-emphasis program. The re- 
forms must be on a conference-wide and 
nationwide basis. The first step must be 
repeal of the free-substitution rule, which 
would automatically eliminate the two- 
platoon system and the necessity for ex- 
cessive grants-in-aid. 

We know that schools of the South- 
eastern Conference have made commit- 
ments to hundreds of boys now playing 
football. These commitments should be 
honored. However, de-emphasis should 


begin now and should continue until foot- 
ball is put into its proper place in the 
educational process. Colleges must bring 
their athletic programs into proper rela- 
tionship with the real purpose of these in- 
stitutions—to build well-rounded, well-in- 
formed and well-trained citizens. 

The extravagant overemphasis on foot- 
ball is leading to serious consequences. 
Demands for a winning team, whatever 
the cost, build a sense of false values in 
the minds of students, alumni, and players. 
A winning team has become the measure 
of success for the institution, the resultant 
pressure leading to the two-platoon sys- 
tem and the scramble for players. At least 
four schools of the SEC have athletic 
budgets of at least $700,000. 

Sportsmanship and character are threat- 
ened by an ever-growing professionalism. 
Under the vicious recruiting system, 
schools bid for halfbacks like cattle in a 
ring. Players become a class unto them- 
selves, living in separate quarters, with at- 
tendance at classes incidental. 

The situation exploded in the West 
Point scandal, in the William and Mary 
revelation of moral laxness, and abandon- 
ment of the game in scores of schools. 
Vanderbilt is the latest school where eco- 
nomic pressure of the system threatens its 
discontinuance. 

True, football has brought national pub- 
licity to Georgia. It has helped to build 
the student bodies. Thousands of young 
men have been given the opportunity to 
earn college educations through grants-in- 
aid. Schoolwide athletic programs are 
sometimes financed by profits from the 
football program. 

Granted these facts are true, they do 
not compensate for the dangers of the 
present-day system which has turned the 
college game from an amateur sport into 
one purely professional,

Collective Farmers Fight 


Information out of Russia indicates that 
the Soviets are running into increasing 
trouble with their collective farms in a 
continuation of a conflict which has been 
going on since their* first efforts at regi- 
mentation of the peasants. 

Large-scale thieving, embezzling and 
swindling by officials as well as farmers 
have forced the Soviet government to in- 
stall the tightest system of checking ever 
known in its agriculture. 

The Russian Communist revolution was 
based on a nucleus of industrial workers. 
From the beginning, it apparently did not 
quite know what to do with its farmers, 
a group whose stubborn independence is 
not confined to Russia. 

Collectivization of the farms was an 
attempt by the Reds to nationalize agri- 
culture and to force factory methods of 
production on a proud and independent 
people. The attempt has resulted in the 
bloodiest resistance known in history. By 
Stalin’s own admission, more than 10,000,- 
000 peasants were liquidated during the 
early attempts to collectivize.

Abuses of the strict regulations led in 
1946 to the setting up of a Council for Col- 
lective Farm Affairs to keep a continuing 
surveillance over the farms and to pre- 
vent recurrence of the abuses. Now, this 
too has failed. 

The government is interested in 
strengthening the collective farms and in 
obtaining maximum deliveries of farm 
produce at low prices for industrial and 
shop workers. They have discontinued 
allowing even small private garden plots. 

The farmers, on the other hand, want 
to improve their own economic position 
and resent being relegated to a position 
which leaves them no better than slaves. 

This Soviet system strips its farmers 
of all incentive to achievement. It reduces 
them to a level of producing the foods and 
raw materials for industry while denying 
them the privileges and benefits of that 
production. The system is being resisted 
and will be resisted as long as people are 
normal animals with a will to survive—a 
fundamental law of nature.

Boyle to Resign 


WASHINGTON—As a member of Congress 

who takes his duties seriously, Rep. Henderson 

| Lanham of Rome is disturbed over some of the 

things that have been brought to light recently by congressional 

investigating committees. He is particularly “distressed and embar- 

rassed for the Democratic Party” by the profits shown to have 

been made by Chairman William Boyle Jr. of the Democratic 

national committee, as a special pleader for clients having busi- 
ness with the government. 

Although Mr. Boyle claims to have divorced himself from all 
law practice before taking over his post with the national commit- 
tee, Mr. Lanham says he has profited enough to make him ineligible 
for his present high position. 

In a speech before the House the other day, 
Boyle’s resignation in these words: 

“IT call for the resignation or removal of Mr. Boyle as chair- 
man of the Democratic national committee. He is an affable and 
likable man... but there is already enough evidence that he has 
profited financially since he became head of the national committee 
by using the influence of his position to make him ineligible for 
the post he holds.

he has compromised himself and our party, it seems to me. More- 
over, all those in the executive departments who have been guilty 
of accepting gifts for their influence should be discharged.” 
he Georgia congressman went on to say that if the party is 
not cleaned up and if-those in the administration “‘who have been 
weighed and found wanting” are not purged from the party, “I am 
afraid the results at the polls next year will be disastrous” for 
the Democrats. 
Mr. Lanham said he regarded President Truman as “a man of 
integrity and honesty,” but with an exaggeration of loyalty that 
has caused him to defend some of those charged with misconduct. 


Misconceptions Congressman Lanham added, “a certain 

columnist a few days ago referred to ‘free 
haircuts’ for Congressmen and a recent editorial in a Georgia news- 
paper alleged that congressmen were paid mileage for each trip to 
and from the district. It was further said that congressmen like to 
make frequent trips back to the district. This latter is true, but it 
is not true that we are paid mileage for each trip.

With the nation’s newspapers catching the spotlight during 
National Newspaper Week, it might be well to ponder the accom- 
plishments and failures of the press and, at the same time, pledge 
our support to its eternal freedom, regardless of our personal feel- 
ings about its merits or demerits. 

Freedom of the press, like a bath on Saturday night, is one of 
those things we take for granted. And, like the pre-Sabbath 
ablution, it is something that can occasionally be upset by cir- 
cumstances and the whims of those whose interests can best be 
served by bridling the press. 

Although its freedom was guaranteed by the nation’s founding 
fathers, still the press has had to maintain a constant and vigilant 
fight to remain free. 


In Louisiana, in Georgia and in other 
states, there have been serious and 
well-planned efforts to muzzle the press. These have failed 
because there were enough men in the Legislature of those states 
who loved the principle of freedom of the press more than the 
favor of the state administration in power. 

At the last session of Georgia’s General Assembly, a bill was 
killed in the House of Representatives that would have, in effect, 
curbed the criticism of public officials by providing that the news- 
paper must give an equal amount of space for the official to reply 
to criticism directed against him. It went even further and pro- 
vided for a state commission on newspapers that would have a 
tremendous influence on the press of the state. 

In the state Senate, bills were passed which were punitive in 
nature and directed against the few daily newspapers that dare 
speak their mind about the present administration. 

A muzzled press is an ineffective press. A politically controlled 
press is a sham and a menace to the community and state it serves.

praise the press for its contribution towards 
a more effective democracy and condemn it for its human errors 
and foibles, it would seem a good time to rededicate ourselves to 
the eternal preservation of its freedom.

NEW YORK—Walter White, secretary of the Nationa] Association for the Ad- 


vancement of Colored People, 


is one of several propagandists who have tried to 


suppress my expose of the President's Committee on Civil Rights and its recom- 
mendations. These recommendations would dissolve important parts of the federal 
Constitution and revoke inalienable rights of the people and of the states. Without 
EE se P disputing, much less refuting a single fact which I have revealed concerning mem- 
bers a the committee and the furtive way in which they were selected to turn this trick, White wrote 


in the Chicago Defender, 


a Negro newspaper of sensational 


flavor: “You can write a strong but 


temperate letter to the editor protesting the kind of character assassination which Pegler is attempting. 


“If enough of us write letters, the editors will 
sit up and take notice. Do not demand that Peg- 
ler be dropped for that is denial of free speech 
even to a Pegler. But editors are interested in ad- 
vertising and circulation. If this attack on Dr. 
Tobias is stopped through enough of us acting 
with courage and promptness, he will be at least 
a little more careful about the next victim he se- 
lects for character assassination.” 

I had written that Dr. Channing Tobias, a 
prominent Negro functionary of the endowed bu- 
reaucracy had “a record of citations in connection 
with notorious Communist fronts in the reports 
of the House committee on un-American activi- 
ties which is exceeded by few individuals. He is 
cited 41 times.” 

White does not deny this staterment but. re- 
sorts to the familiar smear technique introduced 
to our political debates by the late Charles 
Michelson, press-agent for the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. White smears me by accusing 
me of smearing Tobias. Although he says he does 
not advocate that I be “dropped,” he unmistak- 
ably does implore any colored person who is 
naive enough not to see through White’s method 
to apply pressure on the box-office nerve of the 
American press.to suppress political information 
of fateful importance. 


The controversy is. not a racial question. 
It is a constitutional one. The Negro people 
have been pushed to the fore by propa- 
gandists for the Marxian, pre-Communist 
political bund called Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action. That word is pre-Communist, 
not pro-Communist. The program of A.D.A. 
is similar to that of the British Marxian La- 
bor Party. It is national socialism, last step 
this side of communism. It cannot be 
achieved in this country except by the disso- 
lution of vital guarantees of the Constitution 
of the United States. 


The President’s Committee on Civil Rights en- 
dorsed important phases of the program of 
A.D.A. and the report made no attempt to recon- 
cile the recommendations with the Constitution 
because they simply cannot be reconciled. Every 
member of the committee and its staff knows 
that. 

I have already disclosed that the President’s 
committee was not selected by Truman but by 
David K. Niles, Felix Frankfurter’s close po- 


litical colleague who eased quietly into the White 
House under Roosevelt and remained under Tru- 
man until last winter. We know, of course, that 
Frankfurter built up his own invisible political 
organization within the government. Alger Hiss 
was one of his proteges and Hiss so keenly 
realized the significance of this fact to the know- 
ing public that he begged the committee on un-

Freedom of the press is “just 
as important” to the public as !t 
is to editors and publishers of 
newspapers, George C. Biggers, 
president of Atlanta Newspapers, 
Inc., told the Atlanta Lions Club 
here Friday. 

Speaking in observance of Na- 
tional Newspaper Week, Biggers 
said: 

“Unless the general public real- 
fzes it has as much at ‘stake as 
the newspapers, we all will be 
in for some bad times.” 

He cited a long series of bills 
which have been directed against 
mewspapers over the country in 
recent years. 


PUNITIVE MEASURES 

Biggers noted that three “puni- 
tive measures” aimed at the press 
were introduced in the Georgia 
Legislature last year—and he said 


two of them probably would be | 


brought up again at the next ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 
He said too many government 


officials were getting the idea that) 


their public actions shouldn’t be 
criticized. He added these public 
officials were trying to shake the 
people’s confidence in newspapers 
and make them think the press 
has “some dark, sinister motives.” 

Biggers told the Lions Club that 
the two Atlanta dailies did not 
have a monopoly on the dissemi- 
nation of news here. He pointed 
out that radio and television sta- 
tions, community newspapers, la- 
bor papers, news magazines and 
other sources also provided news 
and ideas.

Offers Views 
On Discipline

“When I bring up my chil- 
dren,” writes a girl in the course 
in child psychology at the New 
Rochelle High School, “it won’t 
be ‘Johnny, you can‘t do this and 


you can’t do that,’ nor will it 
be ‘Johnny can do anything his 
little heart desires.’ 5 

“One of the main problems 
of bringing up children is how 
to discipline them so it will 
come automatically. A_ child 
should have discipline and it 
should be consistent. The right 
type of discipline at ‘the right 


time will help a child get along 
better in society when he is an 
adult. 

“As a child is growing up he 
needs to feel that he is secure 
and loved by both his parents. 
He should not be subjected to 
arguments between the parents. 
As he grows older he needs to 
feel that he can depend on his 
parents, and that they are going 
to decide to include him in mak- 
ing plans which will affect the 
whole family. 

“Parents influence their chil- 
dren in many more ways than 
they realize. Children aren’t 
born being afraid of the dark or 
hating people because they have 
a different color skin. The few- 
er fears a child grows up with, 
other than those which are 
necessary for his health and 
safety, the better and happier 
an adult he will be. 

“Some parents have had prej- 
udices sjnce they themselves 
were chfldren. Their attitudes 
and feelings are passed on to 
their children even though they 
do not realize it. I don’t want 
my children to be prejudiced. I 
believe if some parents knew 
the power a prejudice has they 
would be careful how their chil- 
dren picked them up. A preju- 
dice not only harms the person 
it is against, but the person who 
holds it. 

“One problem that is bound 
to come up with children is that 
of money. By giving a child a set 
amount of money each week he 
can learn the value of money 
and the responsibility of holding 
on to it. A child should feel that 
the money is his own to do with 
what he sees fit.”

Record Crop Indicates 
Cranberries Will Be 
In Plentiful Supply

Last year when we visited the tremendous Cape Cod cranberry 
bogs one of the old growers told us many interesting things about 
the little red fruit that for centuries has garnished our Thanks- 
giving and Christmas tables. According to this authority the cran- 
berry got its name from an early variation of “crane berry” so 
named because blossoms (appearing on the slender, curved stems 
of the vine) are shaped like a crane’s neck and head. 

Sunday marks the opening of the gay, colorful Cranberry 
Festival Time and growers are looking forward to their third 
largest cranberry crop in history. That means plenty of fresh and 
canned cranberries, not only from the Cape, for New Jersey, Wis- 
consin, Oregon and Washington produce goodly quantities, too. 

Cranberries add such a tart goodness to many meals and most of 
the recipes for their use are quite simple to make. Take this new 
version of the favorite cranberry relish. Try it with broiled or 
fried chicken. 


CRANBERRY FRUIT RELISH 

1 cup crushed pineapple, 
drained 

1 teaspoon curry powder 


1 orange 
1, lemon 
1 pound can whole or jellied 
cranberry sauce 
Put orange and lemon through food chopper. Combine with 
cranberry sauce and crushed pineapple. Stir in curry powder. Store 
in refrigerator overnight so flavors will blend.

When the Chips

For 45 perilous minutes in 
London and for almost 30 min- 
utes at the Polo Grounds in New 
York, Sugar Ray Robinson, one 
of the greatest sharpshooters of 
the modern ring, had: thrown 
several hundred right hands at 
the chin of England’s amazing 
Randy Turpin without once scor- 
ing a bull’s-eye. The punches 
landed high on Turpin’s face and 
head or slid off Turpin’s gloves; 
in 75 minutes of cannonading, 
the brilliant Sugar Ray had 
failed to hit the jackpot. 


Then, with the chips down and 
Robinson suddenly bleeding bad- 
ly from a cut over the eye, Sugar 
Ray peered through the crimson 
mist, found the range and pulled 
the trigger on a right-hand punch 
that regained his world’s mid- 
dleweight championship. 

“How did you ever manage to 
nail him with that right-hand 
punch in the 10th round?” I 
asked Robinson. ‘Up to then, 
you had tried vainly to nail him 
through 24 rounds of fighting.” 

“T had to,” said Robinson, “It 
was then or never. I was bleed- 
ing so badly that I knew they’d 
stop the fight. 
him out in a hurry.” 


No headliner ever can give 
you a better explanation than 
Robinson’s because no_ great 
champion knows any more about 
his ability to deliver, under ter- 
rific pressure. It is something 
each of them has but can’t 
explain. 

I once asked Babe Ruth to tell 
me how he had managed to blast 
a home run into the exact sec- 
tion. of the bleachers to which 
he had pointed. “I had to do it,” 
said’ Ruth. “Otherwise, they 
would have booed me out of the 
park.” 


In military hospitals, you can 
stop at the bedside of a GI or 
marine or Navy kid who has 
been decorated with the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor and 
ask him how he had steeled him- 
self to the point where extraor- 
dinary bravery became routine, 
but you never get an answer that 
is more comprehensive than the 
terse explanation of Robinson or 
Ruth.
